THE SUPREME SACRIFICE 

Thoughts from a Trenchant Address by 
Commissioner George Mitchell, Sweden 



i£l SACRIFICE" is an unpopular 
I doctrine iiqwadaya. The world 
■■■ has little of it. Is it not true 
what Thomas a Kempia said, that 
"Christ has many lovers of His 
Heavenly Kingdom, but (ew sharers 
of His Cross"? People in this day me 
full of admlratioa for others who 
sacrifice, and full of admiration for 
Christ Himself because ot His sacri- 
fice, hut they make little sacrifice 
iliat touches their own lives. 

And yet sacrifice seems to me to be 
the narrow gate through which we 
enter into the kingdom of spiritual 
wisdom; the ha-sis of that mystical 
union in which we unite with Christ 
and become sharers of His will and 
pui"pose in the world. 

When 1 began to travel 1 went to 
Holland, and at one of the first places 
visited 1 was struck with the coat of 
arms which bore the words, "1 main- 
tain." It was the motto of the royal 
house, a great and proud motto. The 
motto of the Prince of Wales is "I 
serve." But higher than that is the 
motto of the Kingdom of Christ— "1 
sacrifice," 

The Cross and sacrifice have al- 
ways been an offence to the world. 
Th&y are to-day. We live in times 
when there is a perfect orgy of aelf- 
iahnesB — personal selfishness, family 
selfishness, class selfishness, and 
national selfishness. Make no mis-_ 
take — it is all opposed to the teach-' 
ing. the example, and the worship of 
CMirist. "1 sacrifice," is the expres- 
sion of Christ's spirit; and it uiuat be 
ours. 

Why should we sacrifice? First for 
God's glory. "Ttiat ye prcscni yuui 
bodies a living sacrifice, holy, accept- 
able unto God. which is your reason- 
able service," That does not by any 
means represent the farthest point 
that you can go — the limit of your 
offering, Paul's words place it as the 
"reaaonable service" of the follower 
of Christ. There is no personal 
realization of holiness until we have 
passed through that; for so 1 read 
iny Bible, and so 1 have proved by my 
own experience. We cannot walk in 
Holiness while self remains. 

If we turn our minda to the ground 
of our failures, we may find any num- 
ber of reasons for them, but in the 



final analysis Ihey are all accounted 
for by one word— Self. Paul said, in 
writing to the Galatlans: 

"fhey that are Christ's haV^ 
crucified the flesh with the affections 
and lusts." 

What is this self we have to 
crucify— to sacrifice? It is the ele- 
ment in our personality which asserts 
Itself in opposition to the will of 
God. There is no sin in personality 
itself, but when personality comes In- 
to opposition to the will of God, It 
becomca sinful, aad must be sacri- 
ficed by a definite and continuing

act. 

We are not called upon to do some 
tremendorta deed for a day, or a 
week, and then go back to our nor- 
mal condition. We are asked to 
sacrifice ourselves, and remain faith- 
ful to iimi sacrifice through life. 

It is not self-sacrifice, but a sacri- 
fice of self; they are totally different 
ideas. The heathen perform acts of 
seU-sacriflce. We are asked to sacri- 
fice ourselves, which means the com- 
ing to an end of the self-life, the 
winding-up, so to speak, of the estate. 

This sacrifice of self must he done 
actually, and not figuratively. Those

The New Chief of the Staff 

A Sketch of the Career of Commissioner Henry W. Mapp 



A SALVATIONIST by early 
choice and unfaltering convic- 
tion, Commissioner Henry W. 
Mapp, the newly-appointed Chief of 
the Staff, has a picturesque person- 
ality and has had a picturesque 
career During his last visit to 
Canada he declared himself as fol- 
lows: "1 stand to-dax," he said, 
"where I stood on November 10th, 
1866, when, realizing myself to be a 
condemned and miserable sinner in

It was in Bombay, the city of his 
'ijrth, that lie came in contact with 
The Salvation -Army an'i was c<m- 
verted. With all the enthusiasm of 
his ardent nature he threw himself 
into the work. Then came a great 
crisis in his life. A business career 
was opening before him, but one day 
as he was returning to his home he 
met an Officer selling "War Crys." 
He accosted young Mapp and pointing 
to the crowds of natives who thronged 
the streets of Bombay said to him, 
"Have you no cane for these?" 

Wrestling in Soid-Agony 

The young man was speechless. 
The question entered his soul. He 
went home retired to his :^om and 
prostrated himself before God. For 
an hour and a half he wrestled in soul 
agony.' He was young— he had nut 
reached his eighteenth birthday, and 
a sense of hit; inability came over 
him. The language of Isaiah "Woe 
18 me" was upon his lips; but ulti- 
mately he again expi^ajsed himself in 
the words of the prophet and said 
Here am I, send me." 

He went from his room straight to 
the Headquarters of The Salvation 
Army and asked for application 
forms. When his friends kneiv that 
ne contemplated Officership in The 
Army a storm broke over his head. 
The heavy trials to which he was sub- 
jected at this time would have shaken 
anything but an iron resolution. 

"Harry, my boy, don't do it! Don't 
do It!" 

,.'i^"i' ^^ agony of a mother's heart 
vibrated in the woids that, unbidden, 
ourst from her lips. 
But Harry's devotion to his Lord 
iJ""°°^ against a mother's tears 
ana her natural revolt at the parting. 
And wia broken utterance he kissed 
ner good-bye and started dh the long 
Milsome joumey to the Corps to 



which he had been appointed two 
thousand miles away. 

He never saw his mother again. 

But severe as was this trial, his 
consecration was to be more sorely 
tested yet. 

The tedious joumey was over. For 
several days he had been cooped up 
in a railway compartment in Indian 
heat among malodorous fellow-travel- 
lers. He descended from the long 
train stiff with confinement, and saw 
it depart. The station hands turned 
out the lights and left the station. He 
went into the long, bare, concrete- 
floored, dark waiting-room to wait for 
the breaking of the day. It was then 
two a.m. 

Ke. was a pioneer, so there was no 
one to meet him, or to care for him, 
and so he sat in cheerless solitude. 
And as he sat in the da rknes.s— dark- 
ness so dense that it seemed palpable 
— the adversary of souls fiercely 
attacked him. 

"With Thee, I'll Go Through" 

"What can you, a youth like you, 
do in this strange place?" whispered 
the tempter. "Better go home. Go 
home to your mother and get back 
your former commercial position. 
You can you know. Your people have 
got influence, and you've got ability. 
Give up this life." 

The cold struck through his thin 
garb and hp shivered— but he shiv- 
ered not only through coJd — there 
was a strange feeling around. Evil 
■ioenied to be present. In the dark- 
iies.s;, tnp thicK darkness iiHfiMf' the 
dawn, there 5;eemed to be the rust- 
ling of wings, the soft padding of bai-e 
ffift; lie sen.scd un.seen presences and 
fG;ir got into his heart. 

•'Go home," said the voice. "You've 
trot enough money to pay your f;i'v 
— you can go back — buy i\ ticket and 
go."

U was too dark to see but hi- 
knew that he had .sufficient mimey ;-> 
go home. 

Then totiniu-nced a battlt.' such ;i 
battle as described by John Bunyan 
in his "Pilgrim's Progress. " . when 
.\pollyon hurled his fiery darts at the 
pilgrim and brought him to his 
knees. For hours it lasted. The 
young Lieutenant was beaten to his 
knees, and then out of the gloom and 
the murk came another voice. It said: 
"Fear not, for I will go with thee." 
There also ai»fieared an effulgence, 
a scattering of the gloom before his 
eyes, and a radiant form, the presence 
of his Lord appeared. Love, power, 
victory, were embodied in that Christ, 
and the young Lieutenant, overcome 
with love, and strong with fresh-given 
strength, said: "Jesus, with Thee I'll 
go through." Then with an ineffable 
smile, the heavenly vision melted into 
the warmth and light of the breaking 
day. The shadowy foi-ms of evil also 
died away. 

A District Officer 

Henry Mapp had won his ^irst vic- 
tory as an Officer. The die was cast, 
his barque took the couTse that would 
lead into fruitfulness, suTishine and 
peace — into the full ocean of God's 
love. 

It 4ias been a matter of lifelong ^ joy 
to him that he resisted the tempter in 
that hour of supreme trial. 

From that time he has gone for- 
ward in an ever-widening sphere of 
influence, ever finding, however,' that 
in every country there are real 
problems to be solved, new tempta- 
tions to be faced and overcome, new 
dif^culties to encounter, demandint; 
an ever-new consecration to the high 



and holy purposes to which^he has 
devoted his life. 

As a District Officer in India God 
richly blessed his lahor.=; and he saw 
whole villages turn from their idols 
to the service of Christ. In 1890 he 
was married to Captain Harriman 
and they were appointed to Calcutta. 
From here he pioneered several Dis- 
tricts and opened up the work of The 
Army in the eastern part of the North 
West Province. 

A serious breakdown in the health 
of Mrs. Mapp necessitated a long sea 
voyage. This proved very beneficial 
and Major and Mrs. Mapp were ap- 
pointed to Madras. There they were 
successful in raising a large number 
of native Officers and in opening up 
a most extensive village work. They 
also had the joy of taking- the Founder 
to that part of India which he visit- 
ed for the first time. Partly as a 
result of this visit, the policy of The 
Army in India underwent a change 
— the Territorial system ultimately 
being inaugurated. 

In Charge of Ceylon 

The charge of The Ai-my's work in 
Ceylon foUowGd a twelve -months' viait 
to Gi-eat Britain, but after a time 
Mrs. Mapp's health so completely 
broke down that they were transferred 
to England. Major Mapp was ap- 
poiiiied as Chief Secretary for the 




he considered the right course to con- 
serve the interests of The Anny, to 
his kind-heartedness and spiritual 
counsel to his unsparing toil and 
great executive ability. 

What "The War Cry" said of him 
at that time it will doubtless be of 
interest to repeat. "We regard the 
Coionel as one of nature's big men, 
big of limb, big of brain and big of 
heart. His capacity for leadership is 
strongly developed, and with his capa- 
city for benefiting by experience The 
Army has in him a leader of great 
promise; for in addition to a com- 
manding presence, he has a well-.stored 
mind, ^reat pubh'c capacity and, an 
aleri intelligence. His piety and de- 
votion arc unquestioned. In ids com- 
paratively brief career he has ali'eady 
travelled far — in position and respon- 
sibility. If his health stands the 
strain he places upon it he will un- 
doubtedly go very far."

Land and Industrial Colony at Had- 
leigh. Then came a change to the 
Foreign Office, where for eight and 
a half years, he was second Assistant 
Foreign Secretary, and in that capa- 
city travelled extensively on the Con- 
tinent of Europe and also went on a 
tour of inspection through India and 
Ceylon. During this time he had ac- 
cumulated a rich experience and had 
reached the rank of full Colonel. 

He next became Assistant Field 
Secretary for the British Field and 
later Chief Secretary for Canada. 

The affectionate regard in whicii 
both Commissioner and Mrs. Mapp 
came to be held in this country was 
manife.sted at their farewell meeting 
in 1912, when they were appointed to 
South America. Representing all 
branches of Army activities in the 
Dominion speaker after speaker paid 
glowing tributes to the work - and 
worth of the farewelling Officers. 
Among those who spoke were two Of- 
ficers who have since become Terri- 
torial Commanders — Lieut.-Commis- 
sioner Turner and Colonel Barr. 
Reference was made to the high plane 
of spiritual consecration on whirh 
Colonel Mapp had lived during his 
.stay in this country, to his unfaltering 
courage in standing up for what 



A forecast that has proved correct. 

From Buenos Ayres the Commis- 
sioner went to Tokio, as Territorial 
Commander for Japan. His next task 
was a hard one indeed. It was no- 
thing less than to establish The 
Army's work in Soviet Russia. 
Speaking of his first experiences in 
Petrograd he says: 

"Frankly I was discouraged. 1 
found the people fairly intoxicated 
with their new-found freedom. There 
were squabblings and riots every- 
where — it was a regular hotbed of 
upheavals, a simmering volcano of un- 
rest. 1 went to the little Officers' 
Quarters in the slums — and such 
slums I never before saw, crowded 
like a rabbit warren, with several 
families occupying one room. There 
I lay down to rest after a long 
fatiguing day. But tired, hungry and 
despondent, I thought over what X 
had seen that day, of the turbulent 
state of affairs, of the excitement and 
unrest prevailing amongst the people, 
and I thought that it wa.s a well-nigh 
impossible task to get The Salvation 
Army established under such circum- 
stances. Thinking thus I finally fell 
asleep only to awake again in the 
morning with the same fears gripping

FAR-FLUNG ALASKA 

Up in Katalla, a small oi! camp 
situated just behind Cape St. EUas, 
Alaska, is a little territorial school 

(Indian) strain. These children bom 
here have never had a church or Sun- 
day school to attend but upon the 
opening of school, when the teacher 
introduced singing on the daily pro- 
gram she noticed a d>icided preference 
for dl songs of a religious .sentiment. 

As the days passed she wondered 
about this and sought by casual in- 
quiry an explanation, for they had 
been reared in an atmosphere which 
could not have produced it. There 
may be a certain amount of this rev- 
erence bom in most of us but these 
children had no such heritage. 

She learned that they had each at 
various times made short trips to 
Cordova, their nearest city, some 
ninety miles to the westward, a very 
difficult passage out to open sea, 
which is not attempted by their smail- 
craft unless wind and tide are very 
favorable. So they rarely visit other 

S laces unless -necessary to see the 
octor or dentist. 
While there — among other new ex- 
periences, and influences not all good 
perhaps, they saw for the first time 
automobiles, steam boats, motion pic- 
tures, and such marks of civilization. 
But the little band of Salvationists 
who sang and chanted in such happy 
measure on the streets each night in 
far-off Cordova were making an im- 
pression which was lasting, in this 
quarter at least. 

The Salvation Army again were 
getting far-reaching results for it was 
difficult to get these children to pass 
on tmtjl the last note was sounded. 
€>ne thing that is inborn is their love 
for music and rhythm, so the results 
are being fostered and are spreading. 
The number of sacred songs are be- 
ing increased at school, then in turn 
sung by the children in their homes 
thus leading to a desire for the read- 
ing of tha Bible and other literature 
of a high claas. And above all, a few 
more of "His own" shall not now re- 
main forever untouched by that inner 
feeling of a "soiiietbiiig cl^e," that 
blessed assurance that lov^ of God is 
but love of Good. — Bessie E. Rowe in 
'*rhe Alaska Weekly."

Glorious Happenings in West Africa 



TWO echoes of the recent Ciim- 
pajgn conducted in the lieurt of 
West Africa, by Colonel Souter, 
prior to his farewell from that TeiTi- 
tory, are contained in the following 
reports : 

When we received our marching 
orders to Eket (writes the Command- 
ing Officers there), we took them to 
God in prayer, saying, "Anywhere for 
Jesus," and our desire was, "Make 
me a blazing fire, where'er I go."

We rejoicft 
that in the few weeks we have been

Going to his grandmother's place, re- 
cently, as he came near the door the 
boy had shouted, "Lord, help me!

We prayed 
for him; after some days Sergeant-

geant-Major helped to bum his jujus, 
and the same day the boy began to 
speaki 

The comrades were delighted to see 
the Colonel (writes Captain J. B. 

When they knew he had come 
to dedicate them to God and enroll 
them in The Sfllvation Army they 
leaped and danced and gave him a 
great welcome. After a little rest we 
fiet off for Afinsit, where ^e Colonel

He 
watched the majestic ships as they 
spread their canvas and were horue 
seHwarris, nnyi fu-. rinibiliuit arose ill 

hlw boyish mind to be a sailor like his 
father had been. But a drum-beat 
changed the whole current of his life 
and instead of voyaging o'er the main 
he ttinied his energies to the great 
task of rescuing shipwrecked souls 
nnd guiding them into the haven of 
God's love. 

It was in the year 1881 whilst en- 
.miged in a gume of marbles that he 
heard that drum-beat and followed it 
to where a Salvation Army meeting 
was being held. Full of boyish en- 
thusiasm he went home and tokl his 
parents about the wonderful hapiten- 
ings that had sc attracted him. They 
attended the next meeting and were 
both converted. 

A New Ambition 

Then Willie Maxwell got n new 
ambition. Commander Eva Booth 
came to Dundee to conduct a week- 
end campaign, aud accompanying her 
was an Officer who played the con- 
certina. "That's fine ijiother." said 
Willie, "if ever I become an Army 
Officer 1 too slml) play a concertina." 

That hoyisli ambition has been 
abnndantly realized, for as a Salva- 
tion soloist and a Prayer-meeting 
leader he became known throughout 
the British Isles, his concertina being 
in ccnstaul use. 

He entered the International Train- 
ing CJnrrison and aft^r several years 
of conspicuous service as a Field Offi- 
cer, was appointed Secretary for Field 
Training. Tills was followed by three 
years of Divisional and Provincial 
work and then he served fn the cap- 
,acUy of Private Secretary to Commis- 
sioner Hay and the late Commissioner 
Eadle. 

Appointed head of the Special 
Efforts Department at International 
Headquarters he brmight it to a high 
state of efficiency. Two great events 
occurred during his term of office in 
this Department — the Founder's death 
and .'■•ubsenuent funeral march, and 
the luteruatlonul Congress of 1914. 
The Cmiinilssloner was Secretary of 
tiie I.C.C and had a large share In 
the arrangements— both National and 
Internationfll-~imder the present Oen- 
era(.

Directly following the Congress, the 
Commissioner was appointed Under 
Secretary for Europe, holding that 
position during the whole period of 
the Great War. 

The Territorial Secretaryt-liip fur 
Scotland followed, and to that position 
he tlcVoied his best until appointed 
Head of the Subscribers' Department 
at luieniational Headnuarters. Ap- 
pointed General Manager nf The Sal- 
ViiUuu Army L,iit! Assurance Society 
ill JOiii. within a year lie was Joint 

Managing Director, aiul very shortly 
afterwards was elevated to the full 
status Oi Managing Director. 

Aggressive SalvatiGiiism 

These lines sum up a career in 
which aggressive Salvaliouisni and a 
determination to pet the bust out of 
position aud oi)portunity have ulayed 
an important part. There is no lialf- 
hearteduess in the Commissioner's 
iiiake-np, and he has, moreover, the 
Uappy knack of combining geniality 
with doggedness, and is every inch a 
Salvationist, to whom the sight fff sin- 
ners kneeling in penitence is as sweet 
as it v.'as in his early days as a Sol- 
dier in Dundee. 

Tribut*! is |)aid by ihe Commissioner 
to the beneficial induence of others 
upon him. This has been marked. 
Very naturally be acknowledges the 
guidance and help he has received 
from General Bramwell Booth, and 
testifies that his association with Mrs. 
Booth's campaigns were experiences 
fraught with lessons of high value. 
He acknowledges his ii«lebteduess to 
both his mother aud his wife, to 
whom, he declares, he owes more than 
he can express. He acknowledges to 
have been fortunate, inn, xjn having 
been close up to General Higgins. 
during the period of the lOl-l Congress. 
Both Conunissjoner Hay nnd the late 
Commissioner Eadie, under whom the 
Commissioner served, iiave left their 
impress upon him, and their exa>m[)le 
and leadership are acknowledged iii- 
lluences in his life. 

It was while he was yet a Field 
Officer that the Commissioner met 
and married Ensign Lizzie Howe, as 
Airs. Maxvell, then a successful Field 
Officer, was known. The wedding was 
celebrated at Holloway I, whore Mrs. 
Maxwell was stationed. 

Though a Londoner by birth, it was 
hi Dublin. Ireland, whither her 
■father's business had taken the family, 
that Mrs. Maxwell was first hrnngiu 
*nto contact with The Salvation Army. 
At a drawing-room meeting, addressed 
by Commissioner and Mrs. Powdle, 
she was Introduced to the Corps Offi- 
i;er8, and with such haniiy reaults that; 



she was invited lo tea with them, an 
invitation which she. much to her sur- 
prise, found herself accepting. Then, 
in proper seqaence, she was invited 
to attend the evening gathering, an 
hivitatiOH she acceiited. and before 
that luectiiig terminated, she waa do- 
ing what she vowed she would never 
do — kneeling at the mercy-seat. 
While she knelt there praying, she 
foH ?. h^.r.t!. rcKtin^' L;'"r,Liy li-joii iiuv 
Khouhler, and hoard tlic tatliei-Iy voice 
of the veteran Comniissioner saying, 
"My child. God wants you to be an 
Ojficer in The S:tlyati'jn Army." 

So deeply stirred wjis she by this 
experience that, notwithstanding the 
spirH of revolt against such things, 
ylie looked "p through her tears and 
answered. "Very well. Commissioner. 
He shall have uie," this, too. though 
she had very little miderstanding of 
Tlie Army juuI its work, and the duties 
nf OIHcership 

To .Mrs. ^laxwell and another Sal- 
vjiiioniiU f<^ll Ihc honor of being the 
iirsi to wear the uniform on the 
slrci'ls of llu! capital during that par. 
licnlar epoi lu Her training in Dublin 
was of an intensive character, and in 
iSiH slie found hei-self at the Inter- 
natiouiil Training Garrison, not alto- 
gether iin'HiaUfiod for the difficulties 
o'l Cadetshiy and ready and eager to 
leavn. 

A Proud Beginning 

llnr Cadet days over, it was a 
proud, hut tremulous moment for Mrs. 
i\la.\wcll when, appointed lo Stepney, 
she stood where the Founder stood (o 
hold hPr first Open-air as an Officer, 
.supported by veteran members of the 
Old Guard, whose lighting days were 
nearly over. Mrs. Maxwell takes 
pride in that beginning. 

It is interesting to note that flie 
first Cnrps commnnded by Mrs. Max- 
well had a ro'l of twenty-two Soldiers, 
while the Sohliershiii of Ihe last. by. 
\vhich time sIif was wearing Ihe white 
Sh of h'jr Enslgnship, had a lighting 
strength of upwards of live hundred. 
Stepney was her first Corps, nnd Hol- 
loway 1 her last. 

Endowed with exceptional platform 
gifts, she was for some period of years 
Assistant Home League Secretary for 
Ihe British Territory and In that cap. 
acity. quite aside from her speciatling 
campuigus, she visited many parts of 
the Territory. During the period of 
licr liusband's service with the Life 
Assurance Society in London, she held 
the position of Wouuin's Counaellor 
for The Salvation Army Assurance 
Society.

Then I am grateful that in spite of difficulties, influenza epidemic, and 
other physical disabitities, many have gone ahead, carrying on m hard vrork 
and idevotion in the interests of the Kingdom of God and the FFag of The 
Salvation Army- , .. - -■ 

You are all aware of the result of the deliberations of the High council. 
There is no need for me therefore to detail the proceedings. 

It is well-nigh Impossible for me— indeed U is impossitfe for me to ade- 
quately state what my own personal feelings were, and the feelings of my 
fellow^ouncitfors, when we realized that we were compelled, by the ^ction 
of the General— he having refused our Resolution to retire— to proceed to the 
Adjudication Rtsoiution. Most of us had lived and worsted and had a»«»W" 
tion with him, and it was a cause of deep grief that the Officers who stdl 
loved him shouHd be compelled to take such action. Their stricken faces bore 
indication of this, and revealed an anguish in their hearts too deep for words! 

A New Epoch 

Befbre leaving Canada to attend the High Council, I thifik I have the 
right to say that in respect of the Adjudication Resolution, my mmd vtras 
quite open. After listening to the speeches, and more especially to the 
General's doctors* certificates, and the testimony of each member of the- 
deputation, I unhesitatingly, and without any doubt existing in my mind, re- 
corded my vote in favor of the Resdiutiort adjudicating the General unfit ttt 
continue in office. 

it is due to you, as welt as to myself, to know where your Commissioner 
stands, and I have not the slightest hesitation inl saying that I have no shadow 
of doubt in my mind that the General, after having given so many years to, 
The Army and to the Kingdom of God in devoted and excellent service, is, m 
the natural order of things, physically unfit to carry on. 

We have now entered upon a new Apoch in The Salvation Army, and 
under the leadership of General Edward Higgins i am confkleht that we arc 
going forward to greater things. 

r^ow for a grand climax to the Centenary Campaign. I am depending upon 
each Officer, Local Officer, and Soldier bending every effort during th«s« last 
few days to make the Siege a triumphant success. Do not feave it to the 
other man; he cannot carry your responsibility. Each must do his own bit. I 
depend upon you. 

The Seif-Deniai £ttort 

The Self-Denial Effort also looms up in the near future. The signs of 
the times are most encouraging. There is every evidence of abounding pros- 
perity throughout the whole of the Dominion. The public confidence was 
never stronger than at the present moment in our Organization, and the kind 
and character of work which it is doing in the interests of those who are in 
need and distress. My hopes are of the highest. Indeed, I am optimistic 
enough to believe that the result of the Self-Denia) this year will be the best, 
the very best, in the history of this Territory. Let the result be an evidence 
of our own confidence in ourselves and in our beloved General. 

Already 1 have met quite a number of the Officers and comrades of the 
Territory, and in a few weOks I hope to have visited all the centres. Let our 
motto be "Canada for Christ." The General has given the order "Forward 
March," so let us each and all re-dedicate ourselves in this Centenary Year 
to the great principles of love and sacrificial service, of which our Founders 
were such noble examples.

There has been much activity 
on the Field, and we have had a good 
example In Mrs. Maxwell in this 
respect" . 

Loyal to the Flag 

Dispersed between the speeches 
were stirring choruses and bright 
Items of music, the Danforth Song- 
ster Brigade, under Ensign Wood's 
baton, singing with fine spirit, the 
tuneful marching song. "Our Flag,'' 
and the Dovercourt Band giving a 
fine martial touch to the "Red Shield" 
nmrch. 

Naturally, the Commissioner's ad- 
dress was awaited with more than 
ordinary interest, and when, follow- 
ing the Temple Band's playing of 
"Guide me, O Thou Great Jehovah," 
he stood to speak, he had no trouble 
In capturing the attention oE his 
audience and holding it for almost an 
hour. 

His first words were an expression 
of appreciation and thanks to th^ 
Chief Secretary, and the Officers of 
the Territory who "worked so 
splendidly In my absence. There has 



been uo rift in the lute," he con- 
tinued, "and I am indeed grateful to 
them for the way they have loyally 
stood by the Flag." 

He also paid a tribute to the Can- 
adian Press for the fairness and im- 
partiality of Its accounts of the pro- 
ceedings. 

The Commissioner then proceeded 
to give a resume ot the outstanding 
events of the historic procoedings in 
which he had participated. As he 
sketched the progress of events it was 
clear to discern that he caiTied the, 
whole house with him in endorsing 
the High Council's action. If any 
present, through lack of information, 
had any doubts about the expediency 
of the steps taken, then it is safe to 
say that as our leader put the true 
position before his comrades, such 
doubts quickly vanished, scattered 
like darkness at the coming of the 
morning sun. As one woman in a 
street-car was heard by the writer 
to say afterwards, "He made it all so 
platn." 

The Commissioner was at pains to 
clear away misconceptions that may 
have been In any mind owing to 
statements whtCh have crept into 
some of the cables in the press 
"Never at any time," he stated, "were 
any charges made against General 
Booth by any member of tlie Coun- 
cil. The High Council addressed it- 
self tn one thing only the phyaicai 
unfitness of our old leader." 

A Weighty Burden 

He wsriJ vu io reier to tnc oagcr- 
iiess and relief with which the High 
Councillors adopted the proposal that 
the General should be asked to re- 
tire from office, and of how they 
naturally shrank froin having to gt? 
to the adjudication of unfitness. All 
were moved as the Commissioner 
told how, when they learned from the 
seven Councillors who saw General 
Bramwell Booth, of the true con- 
dition of our old Army leader — of his 
battle-worn frams and feeble strength 
— they felt it would be cruel to allow 
him, even though he might so desire, 
to attempt to shoulder the almost un- 
bearable burden which must be borne 
by an Army General who has the 
oversight of operations in eighty-three 
Countries and Colonies, with their 
many problems — a weighty respon- 
Hibillty sufficient to tax the strength 
of even the most robust frame. 

Against th« Flesh 

As he referred to the Councillor (n 
whom fell the lot of proposing the re- 
solution on the adjudication, and of 
his words, "! would that this cup pass 
(loiii ine." we understood a little ot 
the feelings of those old comrades of 
the stricken General who had given the 
best part of their lives in distinguish- 
ed and loyal Army sorviee and were 
called upon In carry out a duty which 
went so much against the flesh, but 
who, like their Master, set their faces 
toward Jerusalem, though they saw 
the Calvary looming before tbeni.

Cornwall Appreciates Army's 
Effort 

The "Comwali Fxeebolder" devulos

"Adjt. Jones estimated an average 
of one transient a day applied to him 
for food and shelter. They are al- 
ways .^ivpn a meal by The Army, and 
sometimes a place to sleep. Most of 
these men are quite genuine in their 
distress, and there are tew at the pro- 
fession!^! liobo' type, Adjutant Jones 
said. Every winter since its incept- 
ion here in 1888 the local Citadel of 
The Army has done its utmost to alle. 
viate the Bufferings of Cornwall's un- 
fortunate families, and lias accom- 
plished a great amount of welfare 
work."
